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Continuation of 11. does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: Applicant's arguments with respect to claim 38 
and its dependent claims 39-42 in paragraph 5 on page 5 to end of page 6 have been fully considered, but they are not persuasive. 
Applicants fail to clearly identify where exactly a critical location of the monitoring structure is, or fail to further define how to determine a 
critical length or what a defined critical length is in the rejected claims as well as in the specification. The Examiner believes that the 
determination of a critical length (what it is) is missing from the disclosure which could mean that the specification is not enabled or 
alternatively could mean that through routine experiment one with ordinary skill in the heat shielding art would know where to best place 
the monitoring structure to easily detect a crack before the crack propogation can cause any damages to the device. The Examiner 
believes that the second alternative is accurate. Therefore, the final rejection is deemed proper, and the Amendment After Final will not 
be entered. 
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
